Garden Club Holds 
Annual Conference 


The annual conference of the Andover 
Garden club was held in simply but attrac 
tively decorated Peabody house Wednesday 
with a most gratifying attendance. The lower 
floor of the house was used for exhibits and 
the upper for the lectures 

A competition of flowering shrubs was held 
for the members, with the winners being 
First, Mrs. Everett Graves of North Andover 
second, Mrs. Mitchell Johnson; third, Mrs 
Warren Stevens of North Andover and 
fourth, Mrs. J. S. Rogers 

The shrubs were on exhibit near the door 
On one side of the room there was a sale of 
handcraft by the Division of the Blind of the 
Commonwealth. Photographs illustrating the 
aims of the Council for the Preservation of 
the Beauties of Essex County were on di 
play. A model of an ordinary roadside as 
compared with what a roadside should be 
attracted considerable attention. Bird houses 
donated to the club by Frank Mills were on 
sale, with the proceeds going to the club 

In the morning A. M. Davis, horticultural 
professor at the Massachusetts State College, 
wis the principal speaker. 

His meaning of a garden was the old Eng- 
lish one which includes the yard and entire 
doorway instead of thinking of an individual 
bed of flowers. The two most important re 
quisits of gardens were 1, to feed them and 
2, to let them grow old. No one can grow a 
garden in 1 year, perhaps not in 5 or 10 
years. It may take half a century before the 
ideal is accomplished 

Prof. Davis showed beautiful colored slides 
of homes with evergreens and shrub masses 
against them, border gardens, rock gardens 
and formal gardens. Evergreens, he stated, 
should be sheared to keep them back. Each 
year shrubs must be pruned at the base, 1-4 
or 1-3 old wood cut back. Shrubs need food 
just as much as flowers do. A good fertilizer 
for them is leaf material found about the 
grounds. This should be worked in and down 
for 2 inches,

The paintings in this exhibition exemplify 
the main tendencies in contemporary Ameri- 


|can art since 1900, and indicate in greatly | 


foreshortened perspective the character of the | 
collection from which they have been se-| 
lected, This collection and the formative 
influences which resulted in the creation of 
the Whitney Museum of American Art had 
their origin in the 20th Century, during the 
years closely approximate to the period 
covered by this exhibition 

The ovening of the Whitney Museum of 
American rt occurred on November 18, 
1931, when Gertrude V. Whitney (Mrs. 
Harry Payne Whitney), its founder, pre- 
sented to the public her collection of Ameri- 
can Art acquired over a period of twenty-five 
years. Besides collecting these works Mrs 
Whitney’s interest in American art led her to | 
establish two organizations which played an | 
important part in the development of art in | 
this country; the Whitney Studio club and 
the Whitney Studio galleries. In 1930, four 
houses on the site of the original galleries, 
8-14 West Eighth street, New York City, 
were remodelled to be opened as the museum | 
the following year. The architecture and 
decoration of the building, modern in spirit, | 
still retains some of the characteristics of its | 
early American origin. The museum contains 
ten well-lighted galleries in harmoniously | 
related color schemes, and a reading room in 
which are installed eight specially designed 
mural panels by Thomas Benton, 

The permanent collection consists of 600 
paintings in oil and water-color, 115 pieces of 
sculpture and approximately 1000 works of 


The exchange exhibition provides many 
good comparisons with the Addison Gallery’s 
permanent collection. A painting of the 
Dempsey and Firpo fight by George Bellows 
will attract the attention of local art-lovers 
since the gallery has a lithograph of the pic- 
ture. Reginald Marsh’s ““‘Why Not Use the 
‘L’?", included in the gallery lithographs, is 
also represented in these paintings. 


Hopper’s “Early Sunday Morning” has 
been appropriately placed across the room | 
from his “On the Loop” of the permanent 
collection. Walt Kuhn’s “Blue Clown” also 
has an interesting counterpart in the gallery’s 
collection. Kenneth Hayes Miller has pictures 
in both museums.
